NEW YORK, Dec, 4—The attiude
ol President Roosevelt and Secretary
of State Elibu Root on the subject of
woman was disclosed today
at & meeting under the suspices of the
Natlonal League of Civic Education
of Women.

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, in the
colirse of an address in opposition to

the rght to vote to women,
reid the following letter from Roosevit
which he said he read with the
President’s permisslon, although it
was ot written for publication nor
for this occasion,

“Practically 1 belleve in woman
sulfrage.” says Mr. Roosevelt at the
outset of the letter, which is dated
Nowember 10, 1908, “but 1 am not an
enthuslastic advocate of it, because 1
don't regard it as a very important
watter. 1 am unable to seo that
there has been any special improve-
ment in the position of women in
those states in the West that have

adopted woman suffrage, as compar- [

ed with those states adjoining them
that have not adopted it. 1 do not
think that giving the women suffrage
will produce any marked improve
ment in the condition of women, I
do not believe that it will produce any
of the evils feared, and I am very
certaln that when women, as & whole,
take any special interest in the mat-
ter they will have the suffrage if they
desire It. But at present [ think most
of thent are lkewarm; 1 find some ac-
tively for it and some actively against
it 1 am for the reasons given above
rather what you would regard as luke
warm or tepid in my support of i,
bocause, while 1 beliove in it, 1 do
no regard it as of very much import-
ange. 1 believe that men and women
should stand on an equality of right,
hut 1 do not belleve that equality of
+ight means identity of function; and
1 am more snd more convinced that
the great unefulness of women is as
